$. 4. 'IN order to: know how far the 
Mutations of Things can reach, we mult 
examine how many Species of Things 
there be, which as to Subſtance or 
 Efſenceare diſtin one from another ; and 
if we diligently inquire thereinto, we ſhall 
find only. Three, as before was faid, v/2. 
God, Chriſt, and the Creatures, amd that 
theſe Three in reſpect of Eſſence, are really 
diſtin,one from anather, isalready | 2 
ved ; but-there can be' no Reaſon alledged 
to, prove, that there is any, Fourth kind of 
Being diſtin from the other Three; yea, 


2 Fourth kind of Being ſcems-wholly fu of 
E 3 U- 
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fludus: *And becauſe all the Phenomena in 
the whole Univerſe may be ſufficiently rc- 
ſolved _ theſe Three d ras ec yyoer 
as into their proper. a inal Cauſes, 
there is no ay to dcknowledge any 
other, according to this Rule : (Whick if 
rightly underſtood, it is moſt true and cer- 
tain) Beings arenot tobe multiplied with- 
out neceſſity ; for ſeeing the Three before- 
mentioned remove all the Speci Diffe. 
rences in Subſtance, which poſſibly can bc 
conecived in our Minds ; and fo by theſe 
slone is that vaſt and infinite poſſibility 
of Things filled up © How then can there 
be room or place found for a Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, or Seventh Being? And (that it is 
performed by theſe Three is already before 
demonſtrated ; ro wit, that whatſoever can 
be in any wiſe called a Being, the fame is 
either whollyunchangeable,and fuch is God 
the Supreme Being , or is wholly change- 
able, viz. to wo, or evil, and fuch is the 
crea loweſt being,or that which is par- 
tly unchangeable, viz, in reſpeR of Evil,or 
partly changeable,to wit,it reſpe&t of Good; 
by which is underſtood Chriſt, the Son of 
Godxhat Middle Being between God andthe 
Creatures;into what C/affsorRank therefore 
ſhall we briyg acertain Fourth, Fifth, Sixth,

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or Seventh Being,&c, which isneither whol- 
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penn Order boo os et 
yerlality of /Things, | to wit, that 1 is 
not only orie Medirm between God and the 
Creatures, -buttwo, three, four, five, fix, 
or as many as can be ſuppoſed between 
fuſt.and-latter, 'Moreovef, it is vety con- 
ſentancous to found Reaſon; and/fo-alfo to 
the Order of Things, thit as God is but 
One, neither hath he two, three,' or more 
diſtinct Subſtances in him; and Chriſt but 
one Chiiſt, neither. hack! in hint 'mhore di 
ſtin& Subſtances, maſmuch-;as he is the 
Heavenly Man, and very Firfl Adam ; fo 
likewiſe the Creature, or whole Creation, 
1s but one only. Subſtance or Eſſence in 
Specre,, although it cotnprehends : many 
Individuals placed in their ſubordinate Spe- 

ctes, and indeed in Manner, but not 1n yub- 

ſtance or Eſſence diſtin one from another.

ſhall be ſhown ;)to wit, that God made all 
Nations;” or Armies of | Creatures, out of 
one Blood: And certainly here the reaſon 
of: both is the” fame; for as God made all 
\Nations out-of one Blood, to'the end they 
might 'lovereach other, and ſtand in a mu- 
tral Sympathy, and help each other ; 
hath he implanted a'certain Univerſal Sym- 
pathy-and mutual Loyein Creatures, as be- 
ing all: Members of 'one - Body, and (as1 
may fo-fay) Brethren, having one com- 
mon Father; towit, 'God in Chriſt, or the 
Word made Fleſh; and foalſo one Mother, 
viz. \that-'Subſtance or Eſſence alone, out 


of which they. proceeded, and whereofthey 
are real Parts and Members; and albeit Sin 
hatl-ina' wonderful: Manner impaired this 
Love''and Sympathy, yet-it hath not dc- 
ſtroyed it.

God 'the Supreme Being, 
wholly unchangeable ; and the Creature 
the loweſt Being, wholly changeable ; but 
theſe do' not duly conſider that excellent 
Order by us above deſcribed, which isappa- 
rentin'all Things;becauſeelſe peradventure 
they would have taken notice, that beſides 
theſe Two Extreams, there is a certain 
Mediam, which is partaker of both, and 
this is Jeſus that Chriſt, whom not only 
the wiſer ſort of the Fews, but alſo ſome

better, this Juſtice diſtributes to them the 
Reward! and Frojt of their Good Deeds;

ſion,” And the fame fuſtice hath-given 4 
Iaw to all Creatures, and 'written the 
fatho'6n /their Natures; ahd every Crea- 
tifs- whatſdever; that tranſgrefleth this 
Law, ispuniſhed for it : But that Creature 
thatioblerves and keeps it, hath this Re- 
ward; iz, to become better. So under 
the Law wWhich- God gave to the Jews, if

Beaſt, nor only the Man, but the Beaſt;

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was the brutiſh part in Man, which he 
took from the Earth. God hath alſo put 
the ſame iinſtin@ of Juſtice in Man, to- 
wards Beaſts-and Trees of the Field ; for 
whoſoever he be that is a good: and juſt 
Man, the fame loves his Beaſts that ſerve 
him, and taketh care of them that they 
have their Food and Reſt, and what elſe 
is wanting 'to. them ; and this he doth 
not do only for his own profit, - but out of 
a-Principle of true- Juſtice ; for ſhould he 
be ſo cruel to thera as to require their La- Þ 
bour, and yer deny them their neceſſary Þ 
Food, then certainly he tranſgreſſeth that Þ 
Law which God hath-written - on his Þ 
Heart; and if he kills any of them, only F

Shall not the ſame Juſtice moſt juſtly caule,

To this I Anſwer, according to the com- 
men Maxim, Corruptio optimi fit peſſima,

luted and brought down his own Nature 
(which was ſo Noble)intoa far worle State 
and/Condition,that the ſame could wax as

ly, every one will fay, to be like a Beaſt 
in Spirit is far the greateſt Degeneration; 
and there is not one, who is indued with 
true Nobility of Mind, who will not con- 
feſs, that, 'to be like a Beaſt inwardly, is 
worſe than tobe like the ſame outwardly; 
for to be one with him in Spirit, is far 
worſe than to be one with him in Exter- 
nal Form and Figure of Body : But if an 

one ſhall fay this Puniſhment is too little 
for ſuch a Man , who hath lived all his 
Days a Brutiſh Life, if after Death he ſhall 
only return to the State or Condition of 
ſome Beaſt ; let ſuch know, that the moſt 
juſt Creator and Maker of all Things is 
wiſer than he, and knows beſt what Pu- 
niſhment is due unto every particular Sin; 
who hath alſo ſo moſt juſtly and wiſely 
diſpoſed all Things, that no Man that 
lives carnally, and after the manner of 
Praſts, can enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven; aad{oalſothe DoQrine of Chriſt 
| | expreſly

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expteſly informs us, that all Sins are not 
W be-puniſhed with . the pains of Hell : 
And that where the Treaſure is, there is 
the. Heart alſo, aid the Spirit of Man: 
Alſo if a Man is joyn'd or united with any 
Thing, that then he becomes wnam quid, 
or one with'the fame ; and that he that 
cleaves-to.the Lord is one with him in 
Spirit ; and he that cleaves to a Harlot is 
one Fleſh with her. Why then doth not 
he that' cleaves to a Beaſt, by the fame 
reaſon, become one” with-a Beaft --And 


fo in'all other caſes : For to whom any 


-one Yields himſelf in obedience,” the ſame 
is his Maſter, ſo far as he obeys him ; as 
the Scripture ſaith: Morcover alſo it js 
faid, Wirh what meaſure ſoever ye mete, 
tht ſame ſhall be meted unto you : As if it 
ſhould have faid, All Kinds and Degrees 
of Sin, have their proper Puniſhments, 


and all theſe Puniſhments tend to the. 


Creatures Advantage ; ſo that Grace pre- 
vails over Judgment, and. Judgment is 
turned into ViEtory to the Salvation' and 
Reſtoration of the Creature: For ſeeing 


the Grace of God is extended over all his 


Works, Why ſhould we think God a more 
ſevere and rigid Maſter to his Creatures 


thanindeed he is 2 Seeing this doth won- 
| | derfully 
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derfylly obſcure and darken the G1w, / of 
the Nivine Attributes; neither doth it be- 
gets Love towards God, and an Admi- 
ration of his Goodneſs and Jaſtice in the 
Heegrrs of Men, as it ought to be ; but the 
plain contrary. 

$. 9, FOR that common Notion of 
the Juſtice of God, that every Sin, how

But it the loyely Image of God was more Þ 
known unto Men, ſuch as indeed he is, Þ 
and manifeſteth himſelf in all his Diſpen- Þ 
fations to his Creatures; and if our Souls F 
could inwardly. feel and taſt him, 'viz, as Þ 
he is:Charity and Goodnels it ſelf, and as F 
he inwardly reveals himſelf, by the Light 
and Spirit of Chriſt Feſus-our Lord, in the 
Hearts of Men ; then indeed, and not till F 
then, would Men come to Love God above Þ 
all. things; and acknowledge him to be; F 
beyond all, the moſt Loyely, Juſt, and Þ 
Merciſul, who tay not puniſball Sinners F 
with-3n equal Puniſhment, 
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*$.20. AND moreover alſo, Why did 
he drown the old World with Water, and 
hath *purpoſed to deſtroy this with Fire 2 
Such as was that of Sodom: but that he 
would ſhow,that for diverskinds of Sin,di- 
yers ſorts of Puniſhment are to be inflict- 
ed: And that the old World was indeed 
wicked, but that which is to be deſtroyed 
with fire is worſe, which for that reaſon 
will have the greater Judgment. 

But the difterent nature of theſe tranſ- 
preſlions, for which thoſe different puiſh- 
ments are prepared, ſeem to conſiſt in 
this ; that the ſins of the old World were 
more brutiſh and carnal, as the word of 
God doth feem to point out , wikn: he 
faith, My Spirit ſhall not always ftrive 
with Man; becauſe he is become Fleſþ ; 
that is, he is become perfedtly Brutith or 
Beſtial, by obeying the deſires of the 
Fleſh : So that unleſs this Generation had 
been.cut off, all Mankind (except Veah 
and his Family) in the ſucceeding Ge- 
neration, would have become Beſtial, 

- Which Evil God would preventyby drown- 

.ing them with the Waters, that by-this 
Puniſhment they might be reduced from 
the Brutiſh Nat ore to the Natureof Men: 


But the Sins of this World, which like So- 
dom 
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dom is to be deſtroyed with Fire, ſec... 
their own Nature, to be more like the 
Sins of Devils, than any thing elſe, viz.) 
by reaſon of Craft, Deceit, Malice, Hoſts 
lity, and Cruelty ; and therefore their pro 
per Puniſhment is Fire, which alſo is the 
Original Principle of thoſe Noble Spirits 
ſo greatly degenerated; and fo they ought 
deſervedly by the ſame to be reſtored and 
regenerated : For what is Fire, but a cer- 
tain kind of imperfet Athereal Subſtance | 
ſhut up in combuſtible Bodies? as we | 
obſerve the fame ſtill ro mount upwards, 
and by reaſon'of its notable thinneſs im- 
mediately to vaniſh: From which AXthe- 
realtBubſtance, as well Angels as Men, 
have their Original, quoad Spirirus, or, 
as to their Spirits ; as the Brutal Nature 
hath its Original from Water. But as all 
the Puniſhments, God inflits on his 
Creatures, have ſome proportion with 
their Sins;” ſo all theſe Puniſhments (the 
worlt”'not excepted) do tend to their 
Good'and Reſtoration, and fo are Mcedi- 
cinal, that-by them theſe diſeaſed Crea- 
rures- may be cured and reſtored to 2 


berter condition' than before they en- 
joyed. 
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4. t1-/ NOW therefore let us examine, 
how every Creature is compoſed, and how 
the parts of its compoſition may be con- 
verted the one into the other ; for that 
they have originally one and the ſame 
Efence, . or Being. 

In every viſible Creature thereisa Body 
and a Spirit,or Principium magis Aﬀtiuum, 
& magis Paſhoum, or, more Atlive and 
more Paſſrve Principle, which may fitly 
be termed Male and Female, by reaſon of 
that Analogy a Husband hath with his 
Wife. For as the ordinary Generation of 
Men requires a Conjun&ion and Co-ope- 
ration of Male and Female ; ſo alſo all Ge- 
nerations. and ProduRtions whatſoever 
they be, require an Union, and conform- 
able Operation of thoſe Two Principles, 
to wit, Spirit and Body ; but the Spirit 1s 
an-FEye or Light beholdiog its own - pro- 
per Image, and the Body is a Tenebroſity 
or Darkneſs receiving that Image, when 
the Spirit looks thereiato, as when one 
ſces himſelfin a Looking-Glaſs ; for cer- 
tainly he cannot ſo behold himſelf in the 
Tranſparent Air, nor inany Diaphanous 
Body, becauſe the reflexion of an Image 
requires a certain opacity or darknels,

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&notan Eſſential Property of any Thing, 
us neither is it a Property of any Thing 
to be tark ; for nothing is ſo dark that it 
catmot be made Light 5 yea, the Dark- 
neſs it-ſelf may become Light, as the 
Light which is created may be turned in- 
to Darkneſs, as the Words of Chriſt do 
fully evince, when he faith, /f rhe Light 
which us in thee be darkneſs, &c. where 
he means the Eye or Spirit which is in the

ſenſe of rhe hardneſs or ſoftneſs of Good 
or Evil Spirits; and therefore they call
